9. (New) The method of claim 4, further comprising generating a display of the device based 
upon the new information a pop up window requesting additional information from a user. 

10. (New) An apparatus that is to provide an enhanced experience associated with a scripting 
language on a device that does not have the ability to run scripts, the apparatus comprising: 



11. (New) The apparatus of claim 10, further comprising service provider interface circuitry that 
is to receive the script.
